A.Va Noeb saucer shaped craft,-the Avro* 
oar, has successfully flown in tethaz*ed 
flight* Sir Roy Dobson,* chairsaan of tb 
board of Avro, said thO draft 'w6uld be 
flown In a week or two,* **unshackled*** 
Actually, it has been undergoing teth¬ 
ered test-flights for several months* 

The height to which it flew-was merely 
shoulder highy but will quite soon go 
into free flight* The saucer will 
undergo wind tunnel tests within a few 
weeks* However, Avro engineers are re¬ 
ported troubled by engine overheating 
and stability control* It is believed 
the Avrooar will have a much higher 
speed than moat air—land vehicles 
under development which operate on an 
air-cushion* 

The Sermans claim to have built a sau¬ 
cer in 1945 that rose to 37*000 feet 
and screamed along at 1,200 m*p*h* 
Britain developed a VTOL craft from the 
Avro theory and a mock-up model was 
sent to England from I^lton* Duncan 
Sandys, then minister of supply, announ> 
ced in 1954 that a saucer-like craft 
had flown successfully* , 

The Avro car operated by employing a 
physics principle called tho Ooanda - 
effect* This is a situation which 
states that fluids in motion tend to 
• follow a curved surface* The novelty 
of the craft, as opposed to "ground 
cushion vehicles" such as the British 
Hovercraft, is that a variation of the 
Coanda is used to provide forward mo¬ 
tion* The principle can be simply de¬ 
monstrated by holding a finger under a 
stream of tap water* The water tends 
to curve airound the finger* It is this 
bent-air which transforms the lifting 
power to forward motion* A Washington 
sixskesman said the U*S* Army hopes to 
purchase substantial numbers of saucers 
to give Infantry troops unprecedented 
mobility and speed* It has an edge 
over other experimental VTOL devices 


because of its theoretical high fDrwaz*d 
speed* It makes a loud roaring when 
in i^^ht* /.T!^. aomid is oaid to have 
a fdr higher pltctnihan that made^by 
propeller-driven aircraft or' Jets« 

A."saucer" has been crated and shix^ped 
to Moffet Field, Galif*, for high speed

FLYINQ OBJECTS UNlpENTIFISD 
(CP) Reports from'ixsth sides of ^he 
Atlantic Wednesday, Sept* 23, told of 
a strange objeot flying off the coast 
of Labrador Tuesday night* 

The pilot of a Pan American Jet airliner 
said he thought it might have been a 
space rocket* An RCAF z*eport described 
it as "glowing red ‘and with a vertloalf^ 
tail*" Both sightings lasted 30^^eo- 
onds and were located about 130'^ miles 
east of Labrador* 

Capt* Howard Cone was quoted by a Panam 
spokesman in London as saying the air¬ 
liner was at 20,000 feet when the^ob¬

Jack Wilson also described the objects 
as "orange colored" and his daughter 
said a loud hxunrolng noise accompanied 
the object and at one point the sound 

became so Ipud It hurt her ear^ and It

He 
checked the space intervals and phoned 
several neighbors who also came out and 
viewed the queer lights. 

He got In touch v;lth Miss F.Il, Draper,

"Climatic conditions 
wore such that the reflections vrere un- 
usual to tho "uneducated>yo."_ she said, 
ohe understood a nov/ parking lot In Van¬ 
couver la equipped v;lth several oearoh- 
llghts and that there were definitely 
searchlight 'spots' In the sky this par¬ 
ticular oocaalon. "They followed a gene¬ 
ral p- ttorn;^ roving back and forth In tho 
glov; of light reflections off the clouds." 
{If Hr* Wilson's rapoltls to be believed, 
than the Duftcan area has a "first" to 
their credit* dpotllghts that omit a 
humming and piercing noise as they skim 
across the sky and clouds./C*D.) 

Night watchman R.W. Clegg at the Georgia 
Generating Station ion Bare Point at 
Chemalnus said he also saw the strange 
objects during the night, and although 
he did not think at the tine they v/ero 
"flying saucers" ho did agree they were 
unlike anything ho had ever seen.

The translation of both cannons of the Bible, by a single In^ivlduAl^.ls a re¬ 
markable task of monumental proportions* James Moffatt completed a new trans¬ 
lation of the Bible in 1926, revised In final form in 1935* He used the earll- 
ost known texts to create a modem olassio* His vigorous modem speech, coupled 
with his complete adherence to the minutiae of punotuation and paragraphing of 
the ancient manuscripts, makes Moffatt's translation a valuable addition to 
any library* 

I have picked lioffatt's translation of a part of the Book of Jude, to Illustrate 
the meaning and purpose of the saucer entities* There is a mountain of other 
references throughout both cannons, but Jude, In a few short verses, unfolds 
the mystery in a most convincing manner*

that though the Lord once brought the People safe out of Bgypt, he subsequently 
destroyed the xmbellovlng, while the angels v/ho abandoned their own domain. In¬ 
stead of preseinrlng their ranlt, are roservod by him within the nether gloom, in 
chains eternal, for the Doom of the great Day—Just as Sodom and Gomorra and the 
adjacent cities, which slmllarlly glutted themselves with vice and sensual per¬ 
versities, are exhibited as a warning of the everlasting fire they are sentenced 
to suffer* 

"Despite It all, those visionaries pollute their flesh, scorn the ?ov/ers celes¬ 
tial, and scoff at angelic Glories**.. These people are stains on your love ^ 
feasts; they have no qualms about carousing In your midst, they look after none 
but thomsolvos, rainless clouds, swept along by the wind, trees In autumn with¬ 
out fruit, doubly dead and so uprooted, wild waves foaming out their own shame, 
wandering stars for whom the nether gloom of dai^mesa has been rosorvod otemallj 

"For those people are murmorors, grumbling at their lot In life—they fall in 
their o\m passions, their talk is arrogant, they pay court to mon to benefit 
themselves* 

"Beloved, you must remember the words of the apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ: 
they told you beforehand, "At the end of things there will be mockers v;ho go by 
their o^m Impious passions*" Those are the people who set up divisions and 
distinctions, low creatures destitute of the Spirit* But do you, belovod, build 
up yourselves on your most holy faith and pray In the holy Spirit, so keeping 
yourselvoB within the love of God c.nd waiting for the mercy of our Lord Jesus 
Christ that ends In life otonial* Snatch some from the fire end l:^.ve mercy 
on the wevorors, trembling as you touch them, v/lth loathing for the garment 
which the flesh has stained***^' Amen*
